Mills missed 
the ball, but the referee waved play on. 


Then, with Leatherhead applying some testing 
pressure, Keith Blunt pushed a through ball for 
Anthony to run-on and score the first goal. 
The Leatherhead defence stood still waiting for 
an offside decision which was never to come. 

After Leatherhead had equalised the referee 
disallowed a Mills’ goal for offside, but he did 
not have any qualms over the Leatherhead goal, 
however, which followed within two minutes 

of Anthony’s. Adam headed 
over the Wycombe defence, 
Mills flicked on and = Mick 
Howard headed home. 


Towards the end of the 
half, Wycombe regained the 
lead. Taylor was caught in 
possession by Anthony, with 
goalkeeper Cuthbert stranded.
